IN FINDING A SOLUTION TO THIS PROBLEM HAS PROMPTED OUR 
VISIT TO YOUR GREAT NATION. 

PRESIDENT FORD, THREE WEEKS AGO, CALLED A MEETING OF A 
U.S. CONGRESSIONAL TASK FORCE TO PUT INTO PERSPECTIVE MEXICAN- 
UNITED STATES INTEREST IN ATTACKING THIS CANCER WHICH THREATENS 
THE HEALTH AND VITALITY OF THE YOUTH OF OUR NATIONS.
